"The body of Judge William Francis 
Owsley, one of the pioneer residents 
of this State, and one of the eldest 
men in this city, who died suddenly 
yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock at 
the residence of his son- in-law, Dr. H. 
H. Grant, 1146 Third Avenue, will be 
taken to Burkesville. Cumberland coun- 
ty, to-morrow morning. The burial 
will take place in the family burying 
graund at that place Friday morning. 

"Judge Owsley was past ninety- se 
en years of age, but despite his e 
treme age he was apparently in good 
health until a few days ago- For 
eral days past, however, he had left his 
room but little, and yesterday after- 
noon he was stricken with apoplexy. 
He died a few minutes later, while seat- 
ed in a chair. 

"Judge Owsley was well-known 
throughout the State, where he spent 
his entire life. He spent the greater 
part of his life in Cumberland county 
where he was born; but for the past 
ten years he had made his home with 
his daughter and son-in- law in this city. 
Before coming to this city he played a 
prominent part in the affairs of Cum- 
berland county, serving as County 
Judge for several terms, and he was 
looked up to as a man of wealth, integ- 
j rity and judgment. 

"The family connections of Judge 
Owsley were all prominent. His bro- 
ther, Michael Owsley once made the 
race for Governor of Kentucky, and he 
was a nephew of W. O. Owsley, who 
was elected Governor at one time. 

"He was twice married, and his first 
wife, who was before marriage Miss 
Ellen King, died fifty years ago. His 
second wife was Miss Mary Agnes 
Bledsoe, and her death occurred thirty 
years ago. 

"Besides his daughter, Mrs. Grant, 
Judge Owsley is survived by a son, 
William F. Owsley, of Cumberland 
county, and several grandchildren."
